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PVTA  PROFILE 

The  43  route  network  of  the  Pioneer  Valley 
Transit  Authority  (PVTA)  provides  compre- 
hensive and  cost-effective  public  transit 
service  to  the  region 's  major  urban  centers 
and  outlying  suburban  areas,  covering  23 
towns  and  cities  across  three  counties. 

The  PVTA  was  formed  in  1974  to  rebuild  and 
expand  the  region 's  transit  system.  The 
capital  and  service  improvements  imple- 
mented by  the  PVTA  resulted  in  a  major 
increase  in  ridership  levels,  reaching  a  peak 
of  nearly  13  million  in  1985.  Ridership 
began  to  decline  after  1985,  reflecting 
decreased  economic  activity  and  changing 
urban  demographics.  Over  the  past  decade, 
PVTA  ridership  has  averaged  11  million 
passengers  per  year. 

Under  Massachusetts  law,  regional  transit 
authorities  outside  of  Boston  may  not  directly 
operate  transit  service  and,  as  a  result,  must 
contract  with  outside  operators.  The  PVTA 
currently  has  contractual  agreements  with 
two  transit  operators,  UMASS  Transit  and 
Transit  Express,  Inc. 

To  complement  its  fixed  route  services,  the 
PVTA  offers  demand  responsive  transporta- 
tion for  the  elderly  and  disabled,  in  accor- 
dance with  the  Americans  with  Disabilities 
Act  of  1990  (ADA ).  Sometimes  called 
paratransit,  this  service  is  operated  through 
eighteen  community  contractors.  Eligible 
clients  make  advance  reservations  for 
transportation  to  any  destination  within  the 
PVTA  transit  district. 

PVTA  operates  177  transit  coaches  and  80 
lift-equipped  vans. 

PRIVATE  CARRIERS 
Four  privately  owned  bus  lines  provide 
additional  transit  services  within  the  region, 
including  connecting  points  nationwide: 
Bonanza,  Greyhound,  Peter  Pan  and 
Vermont  Transit. 
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Peter  Pan  provides  the  most  intercity 
services  in  the  region.  Its  fleet  consists  of 
155  buses,  with  several  of  these  buses  lift 
equipped  and  accessible  to  disabled 
individuals.  The  Peter  Pan  "Call-a-Lift" 
service  allows  an  individual  to  request 
service  for  a  specific  route  in  advance. 

Vermont  Transit,  a  subsidiary  of  Greyhound 
Lines,  operates  two  routes  originating  in 
Springfield,  with  stops  made  in  Northampton 
and  Greenfield. 

Bonanza  and  Greyhound  offer  service  to 
points  outside  of  the  region.

Agawam  was  the  site  of  the  first 
colonial  settlement  in  the  Pioneer 
Valley  Region  in  1635.  The 
Connecticut  River  forms  the 
Town's  eastern  border  and  is  the 
basis  for  Agawam' s  name,  a 
Native  American  word  meaning 
"crooked  river."  Over  time,  the 
town  developed  a  rich  agricultural 
industry  which,  while  still  evident 
today,  has  declined  in  favor  of 
residential  and  commercial  growth. 

Today,  Agawam  is  both  a  residen- 
tial community  for  those  who 
commute  to  Springfield  and  neigh- 
boring Connecticut,  as  well  as  a 
commercial  and  industrial  center 
itself.  State  Route  57,  the  Town's 
primary  highway,  is  currently 
expanding  and  will  provide  direct 
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access  to  the  Agawam  Regional 
Industrial  Park.  This  facility 
provides  further  opportunities  for 
commercial  and  industrial  expan- 
sion. 

Agawam' s  population  has  doubled 
since  1960  and  continued  to  gain  at 
4%  to  27,323  in  1990.  Almost  half 
of  the  Town's  land  is  undeveloped. 
The  majority  of  developed  land  is 
in  residential  use.  Agawam's 
recent  decade  of  new  home  con- 
struction has  coincided  with  the 
Town's  effort  to  protect  its  historic 
open  spaces  and  rural  character. 

Riverside  Park,  the  largest  amuse- 
ment park  in  New  England,  attracts 
visitors  from  throughout  the 
Northeast.  Its  carousel  is  a  Na- 
tional Register  of  Historic  Places 
landmark.

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The  Town  of  Amherst  has  main- 
tained its  small  town  atmosphere 
even  as  it  has  evolved  from  its 
earliest  beginnings  as  a  college 
community  to  a  major  educational 
and  employment  center  of  35,228. 

Named  for  Lord  Jefferey  Amherst, 
British  general  of  the  French  and 
Indian  War,  Amherst  is  home  to 
the  oldest  college  in  Western 
Massachusetts,  Amherst  College, 
which  opened  in  1821.  In  1867  the 
former  Massachusetts  Agricultural 
College  opened  its  doors,  a  land 
grant  college  and  the  only  exclu- 
sively agricultural  college  in  the 
country.  In  the  last  fifty  years 
"Mass  Aggie"  evolved  to  become 
the  University  of  Massachusetts, 
the  region's  largest  employer  and 
one  of  the  leading  research  institu- 
tions in  the  nation.  Hampshire 
College,  the  area's  newest  college, 
was  founded  in  1970. 

Amherst  has  a  thriving  central 
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business  district  with  a  broad  array 
of  shops  and  many  restaurants, 
cafes,  and  book  stores.  There  are  a 
variety  of  housing  choices,  exten- 
sive free  transit  service,  a  waste 
water  treatment  plant  and  a  grow- 
ing number  of  technology-based 
companies.  In  addition  to  local 
police  and  fire,  there  is  a  large 
campus  force  associated  with  the 
colleges. 

The  Dickinson  House,  home  to 
19th  century  poet  Emily 
Dickinson,  is  a  National  Historic 
Landmark,  and  is  owned  by 
Amherst  College.  The  Jones 
Library  contains  special  collections 
relative  to  Dickinson  and  poet 
Robert  Frost  who  once  taught  at 
Amherst  College.  The  Pratt 
Museum  of  Natural  History  holds 
one  of  the  world's  finest  collec- 
tions of  dinosaur  tracks,  fossils, 
and  meteorites.  The  town  plays 
host  to  craft  fairs,  farmer's  markets 
and  the  biennial  New  England 
Artist's  Festival  and  Showcase.

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Belchertown  has  the  second  largest 
land  area  of  any  community  in 
Massachusetts  and  lies  adjacent  to 
the  Quabbin  Reservoir,  one  of  the 
largest  man-made  reservoirs  in  the 
country.  Water  supply  from  this 
"accidental  wilderness"  serves 
nearly  half  the  residents  of  the  state. 
A  noted  wildlife  preserve  surrounds 
the  reservoir.  This  semi-rural, 
residential  community,  with  its 
scenic  landscape  and  proximity  to 
both  Amherst  and  Springfield,  has 
experienced  unprecedented  residen- 
tial development.  As  a  result  of  this 
influx,  the  town's  population  in- 
creased 27%  to  10,579  in  1990. 

Up  until  the  time  of  the  Civil  War, 
an  active  carriage  trade  thrived  in 
town.  Summer  residents  discovered 
Belchertown  in  the  early  1900s, 
establishing  a  few  large  summer 
hotels.  Today  there  are  few  farms 
left  and  small  businesses  flourish 
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around  the  center  of  town  which  is 
highlighted  by  its  expansive,  beauti- 
ful Town  Common.  The  annual 
Belchertown  Fair  of  handicraft 
exhibits,  horse  draws,  and  a  church 
supper  is  held  on  the  Common. 

Housing  today  consists  primarily  of 
single-family  homes,  though  a 
considerable  number  of  new  apart- 
ments have  been  constructed  since 
the  1980s.  Seventy-six  percent  of 
the  housing  is  owner  occupied,  and 
68%  are  single  family  homes.  Most 
of  the  newer  residents  commute  to 
work  in  nearby  urban  centers.  The 
Belchertown  State  School,  which 
was  once  one  of  the  largest  employ- 
ers in  town  has  closed. 

The  Stone  House  Museum,  built  in 
1827,  contains  Rogers  Group 
sculptures  and  Early  American 
furnishings.  Lake  Metacomet  and 
Lake  Arcadia  are  state  property. 
The  McLaughlin  Fish  Hatchery,  the 
largest  fish  hatchery  east  of  the 
Mississippi  River,  and  the  Swift 
River  Wildlife  Management  Area 
are  also  located  in  Belchertown.

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While  the  rugged  terrain  of  this 
quiet  hilltown  has  restricted  a  great 
influx  of  development,  the  oppor- 
tunity for  outdoor  recreation  has 
attracted  a  growing  resort  commu- 
nity. The  popularity  of  Blandford 
Ski  Area,  Cobble  Mountain  Reser- 
voir and  the  Mountain  Laurel  Trail 
can  perhaps  explain  a  14%  in- 
crease in  population  to  1,187  in 
1990. 

Originally  settled  in  1741,  it 
became  one  of  the  most  prosperous 
towns  in  the  area  when  dairying 
infiltrated  the  traditional  farming 
practices  of  sheep  raising  and  grain 
harvesting.  Blandford  became  a 
bustling  agricultural  community. 
However,  this  prosperity  was  not 
to  last  due  to  the  construction  of 
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the  Western  Railroad  (later  called 
the  Boston/ Albany  railroad) 
through  Westfield  which  diverted 
trade  and  traffic. 

This  beautiful  community  has  also 
taken  a  place  in  "Hollywood 
History,"  particularly  during  the 
1930' s.  Some  early  "Tarzan" 
movies  were  filmed  on  location,  as 
well  as  portions  of  the  Shirley 
Temple  film  "The  Little  Rebel". 

Today,  Blandford  continues  to 
maintain  its  character  as  a  rural, 
residential  community.  Industry  is 
limited,  with  some  dairy  and 
orchard  operations  in  existence. 
The  annual  Blandford  Fair,  one  of 
the  oldest  fairs  in  the  region, 
attracts  many  visitors  every  Labor 
Day  Weekend.

Blandford 
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Brimfield  is  a  small,  residential 
community  located  at  the  south- 
eastern edge  of  Hampden  County. 
Comprised  of  5  villages  - 
Brimfield  Center,  East  and  West 
Brimfield,  Fentonville  and  Dingley 
Dell  -  it  has  managed  to  resist  the 
extreme  development  pressure 
typical  of  many  rural,  residential 
towns.  Still,  Brimfield  has  shown 
marked  growth  from  2,318  to 
3,001,  a  29%  increase,  in  1990. 

Brimfield  was  the  third  town  to  be 
settled  in  Hampden  County  and 
was  originally  founded  as  a  planta- 
tion, adjoining  Springfield  in  1701. 
In  1714  it  was  established  as  an 
independent  town,  covering  an 
area  which  today  is  made  up  of 
Monson,  Wales  and  Holland. 
Though  predominantly  a  farming 
community,  industry  during  the 
colonial  period  included  the  manu- 
facturing of  pottery,  bricks  and 
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wool  clothing.  Throughout  the 
19th  century,  manufacturing 
activity  increased,  as  grist  mills, 
saw  mills  and  even  a  distillery 
were  introduced  into  the  commu- 
nity. 

Brimfield  is  characterized  by  lakes, 
streams  and  gentle,  rolling  land- 
scapes. Steerage  Rock,  located  on 
the  ridge  of  Mount 
Waddaquaddock,  was  an  important 
landmark  during  colonial  times  on 
the  Bay  Path  Trail,  which  con- 
nected Boston  with  towns  along 
the  Connecticut  River  Valley. 

Today,  Brimfield  is  host  to  the 
largest  antique  show  and  flea 
market  in  all  of  New  England. 
Nationally  renowned,  this  market 
is  held  3  times  a  year  on  expansive 
grounds  along  Route  20.  Prior  to 
the  construction  of  the  Massachu- 
setts Turnpike,  Route  20  was  the 
main  highway  connecting  Boston 
and  Western  Massachusetts.

Despite  a  rugged  landscape  with 
extremely  sloping  hills  which 
allow  only  minimal  residential  or 
industrial  development,  Chester 
has  attracted  a  growing  population 
up  14%  to  1,280  in  1990.  The 
Town  gained  national  attention  as 
the  birthplace  of  the  abrasives 
industry  due  to  the  expansive 
emery  deposits  once  actively 
mined  in  town.  Currently,  the 
town's  largest  employer  is  a 
lumber  company. 

Established  in  1783,  the  town  of 
Chester  is  comprised  of  three 
distinct  neighborhoods:  Chester 
Village,  Chester  and  North 
Chester.  In  its  heyday,  there  was  a 
granite  quarry  along  what  is  now 
Route  20.

purpose,  because  of  its  position  on 
higher  ground  was  to  avoid  Indian 
attacks.  Today  the  railroad  has 
diminished  in  importance  to  the 
town,  but  remnants  of  the  once 
industrial  boom-town  are  the 
historic  train  station  and  the  "Old 
Chester  Jail"  in  Chester  Village, 
now  housing  the  headquarters  of 
the  Chester  Historical  Society.

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Chicopee  is  among  the  first 
planned  industrial  communities  in 
the  United  States.  A  group  of 
wealthy  merchants  established  the 
Chicopee  Mills  which  were  so 
profitable  that  the  investors  built 
an  elaborate  complex  of  mills, 
housing  and  canals  which  evolved 
in  the  City  of  Holyoke.  While 
many  of  the  historic  mills  and 
industries  are  now  gone,  many 
19th  Century  churches  are  main- 
tained, as  well  as  the  home  of 
Edward  Bellamy,  the  famous 
visionary  who  wrote  the  influential 
novel,  Looking  Backward. 

Chicopee  is  located  at  the  "Cross- 
roads of  New  England",  the  inter- 
section of  Interstate  91  and  the 
Massachusetts  Turnpike.  Today,  it 
is  a  strong  commercial,  residential 
and  industrial  center  which  in- 
cludes the  Westover  Industrial 
Airparks,  developed  following  the 
deactivation  of  Chicopee' s 
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Profiles  covering  all  forty-three  communities 
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Westover  Air  Force  Base.  The 
Westover  Metropolitan  Airport, 
adjacent  to  the  industrial  parks, 
offers  private  passenger  and  cargo 
service,  including  full  customs 
clearance. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  Air  Force 
Base,  now  one  of  four  home  bases 
for  the  Galaxy  C-5A  cargo  planes, 
contributes  $5  million  per  week  to 
the  region's  economy.  The  base 
served  as  the  nation's  deployment 
center  for  troops  during  the  Persian 
Gulf  war,  a  demonstration  of  this 
area's  strategic  advantage  for 
overseas  transport.  Chicopee  is 
also  headquarters  for  Spalding 
Sports  Worldwide  and  home  to  one 
or  the  largest  Dow  Jones  &  Co. 
plants  in  the  nation,publishers  of 
the  Wall  Street  Journal. 

Chicopee  hosts  a  number  of  recre- 
ational and  cultural  activities, 
including  the  World  Kielbasa 
Festival  celebrating  Polish  heri- 
tage.

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Cummington  is  a  rural  hilltown 
community  with  a  growing  popula- 
tion of  785,  a  19%  increase  since 
1980.  Many  residents  commute  to 
work  in  Northampton  or  Pittsfield. 
Comprised  of  three  villages, 
Cummington  Center,  West 
Cummington  and  Swift  River,  the 
town  is  hilly  and  heavily  wooded. 
The  town  is  primarily  residential 
with  a  year-round  resort  commu- 
nity. Approximately  3/4  of  the 
homes  are  single  family  resi- 
dences. Woolen  and  cotton  mills 
and  the  making  of  palm  leaf  hats 
were  main  industries  in  the  19th 
century  but  when  the  railroad  bi- 
passed  the  town,  many  industries 
vacated.  Small  family  farms  with 
dairy,  fruit,  or  maple  syrup  opera- 
tions were  active  and  remain  so 
today. 

The  town's  history  is  rich  with 
artists  and  performers  who  made 
their  home  in  Cummington,  a 
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tradition  that  continues  today. 
William  Cullen  Bryant,  poet 
and  New  York  Evening  Post 
editor,  settled  here  in  1865.  In 
1872  he  built  the  Cuirimington 
Library  and  the  librarian's 
house,  which  is  still  a  benefit  of 
employment  as  librarian. 

The  Cummington  Press  was 
once  one  of  the  finest  small 
publishing  presses,  which 
actively  helped  struggling 
writers  gain  a  larger  audience 
for  their  works.  In  addition,  the 
town  was  featured  in  the  short 
film  produced  by  the  U.S. 
Office  of  War  Information  in 
1945,  entitled  "The 
Cummington  Story,"  which 
featured  the  families  of  Jewish 
artists  who  escaped  Hitler's 
Europe.  In  1990,  the  Swift 
River  farms,  once  a  stately 
resort  which  had  fallen  into 
disrepair  was  purchased  for 
renovation  by  the  owners  of 
Mirage  Studios  in  Northampton, 
creators  of  the  Teenage  Mutant 
Ninja  Turtles.

Located  below  the  rugged  Mount 
Tom  Range,  Easthampton  is  a 
residential  and  manufacturing 
community,  whose  population  has 
remained  constant  at  15,537  in 
1990.  Maintaining  a  New  England 
village  character,  the  town's 
Central  Business  District  is  not 
only  the  focus  of  Easthampton,  but 
remains  an  architecturally  attrac- 
tive and  historically  significant 
feature  of  the  community. 

Settled  around  1 664  and  incorpo- 
rated in  1785,  the  town  was  an 
agrarian  village  until  the  mid- 
1800s  when  manufacturing  became 
a  major  force  in  the  local  economy. 
Innovations  in  the  manufacture  or 
cloth-covered  buttons  and  the  use 
of  vulcanized  rubber  in  woven 
goods  catapulted  Easthampton  into 
a  leading  industrial  center.  By  the 
1900s,  there  were  numerous 
factories  producing  yarn,  thread, 
buttons,  and  elastic.  These  facto- 
ries were  established  along  the 
Nashawanuck  River. 
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Several  firms  today  have  head- 

guarters  or  major  plants  in 
lasthampton  including  Stanhome 
Inc.  a  Fortune  500  company,  the 
National  Felt  Co.,  Kellogg  Brush 
Manufacturing  Co.,  and  Tubed 
Products,  Inc.  Housing  has  ex- 
panded, in  the  midst  of  this  eco- 
nomic growth,  with  many  choices 
ranging  from  apartments  to  single 
family  nomes  in  rural  settings. 
Approximately  60%  of  the  homes 
are  owner-occupied. 

The  Massachusetts  Audubon 
Society  manages  the  Arcadia 
Wildlife  Sanctuary  in 
Easthampton  which  provides 
educational  programs  for  adults 
and  children.  Tne  Manhan  River 
flows  through  the  center  of  town 
and  there  is  fishing  on 
Nashawannuck  Pond.  Nonotuck 
Park  contains  94  acres  for  outdoor 
recreation.  Easthampton  is  also 
home  to  the  Williston 
Northampton  School,  a  private 
secondary  co-educational  college 
preparatory  school  which  recently 
received  a  blue  ribbon  educational 
award,  ranking  it  one  of  the  top 
private  schools  in  the  country.

With  half  of  its  developed  land  in 
residential  use,  East  Longmeadow 
is  both  suburban  and  rural  in 
character,  with  a  mix  of  primarily 
single  family  homes  and  an  abun- 
dance of  open  space  and  wood- 
land. At  the  same  time,  East 
Longmeadow  has  undergone 
industrial  growth,  making  this 
bedroom  community  one  with  a 
strong  economic  base  as  well. 

The  Milton  Bradley  Company,  an 
international  leader  in  game  and 
toy  manufacturing,  has  its  corpo- 
rate headquarters  and  production 
facility  in  town.  American  Saw  & 
Manufacturing  Company  is  also 
located  in  East  Longmeadow. 
Both  companies  anchor  successful 
industrial  developments  in  the 
southern  section  of  town,  which 
borders  the  state  of  Connecticut. 

Settled  about  1740  as  part  of 
Longmeadow,  East  Longmeadow 
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became  a  separate  town  in  1894. 
There  is  a  strong  community  spirit, 
demonstrated  every  summer  with 
the  Independence  Day  Celebration, 
featuring  a  fireworks  display  and 
the  regions  largest  parade.  A 
quarry  town  once  famous  for  its 
brownstone  and  redstone  quarries, 
which  closed  in  1972,  East 
Longmeadow  exemplifies  its 
heritage  in  its  Historical  Commis- 
sion Building  and  the  Elijah  Burt 
House.  Built  in  1720,  it  is  one  of 
the  oldest  houses  in  Western 
Massachusetts. 

Heritage  Park  is  a  46-acre  commu- 
nity park  offering  picnicking, 
fishing,  ice  skating  and  cross- 
country skiing.  Close  to  the  town 
center  and  along  its  Main  Street, 
East  Longmeadow  offers  an  array 
of  shopping  facilities  from  spe- 
cialty boutiques  to  a  discount 
department  store.  The  town's 
population  increased  3.5%  in 
between  1980  and  1990  to  13,367 
residents.

While  the  town  of  Goshen  has 
experienced  some  growth  pres- 
sures, its  population  up  27%  to  830 
in  1990,  it  has  largely  maintained 
its  quiet,  country  character.  Resi- 
dential development  has  consisted 
mainly  of  single  family  homes 
(91%)  in  an  area  which  lies  along 
Route  9.  The  remainder  of  Goshen 
is  hilly  and  forested,  with  some 
scattered  open  fields  in  farming. 

Incorporated  in  1781,  the  town  was 
named  after  the  Goshen  of  biblical 
accounts  which  the  Israelites 
inhabited  while  in  Egypt.  As  with 
most  hilltowns,  the  Congregational 
Church  has  played  a  central  role  in 
its  establishment,  and  biblical 
references  are  part  of  the  fabric  of 
the  community  to  this  day.  The 
Whale  Inn,  near  the  center  of  town, 
was  named  after  the  story  of  Jonah. 
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This  inn  has  hosted  such  celebrities 
as  Elizabeth  Taylor,  Richard 
Burton,  Edward  R.  Murrow,  and 
poet  Archibald  MacLeish. 

Quarrying  was  an  important 
industry  in  the  19th  century.  One 
quarry  produced  what  has  been 
called  Goshen  Stone,  and  the 
mineral  lithium  aluminum  silicate, 
the  source  of  lithium  metal,  was 
found  in  town.  There  are  still 
geological  digs  every  year  on  the 
spot  now  called  Littiia  Farms. 

The  D.A.R.  Forest,  the  first  D.A.R. 
forest  in  the  United  States,  is 
located  in  Goshen  and  there  is  a 
beach  at  the  upper  and  lower 
Highland  Lake.  Goshen  has  its 
own  elementary  school  and  is  a 
member  of  the  Hampshire  Re- 
gional District.  There  is  no  public 
water  or  sewer  system.  Residents 
obtain  water  from  private  springs 
and  wells.

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Today,  while  Granby  maintains 
much  of  its  traditional  rural  charac- 
ter, it  is  gradually  becoming  a 
suburb  of  Chicopee  and  Holyoke, 
its  population  up  3%  to  5,565  in 
1990.  Situated  on  generally  level 
land  with  some  forest  and  open 
land,  the  town's  residential  devel- 
opment has  consisted  mainly  of 
single  family  homes  (81%).  There 
has  been  new  apartment  construc- 
tion in  recent  years  and  along 
Route  202,  numerous  thriving 
commercial  establishments  have 
developed. 

Founded  in  1768,  Granby  was 
originally  a  part  of  neighboring 
South  Hadley.  The  town  was  once 
a  large  agricultural  community, 
with  a  substantial  amount  of 
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acreage  in  dairy  farming.  A  large 
section  of  the  Holyoke  Mountain 
Range  is  in  Granby  and  two  re- 
nowned dinosaur  museums  display 
actual  dinosaur  tracks.  In  fact,  a 
print  discovered  there  in  1973  was 
identified  as  that  of  a  Theropod 
(carnivorous)  dinosaur,  estimated 
to  be  50  feet  in  length  from  head  to 
tail.  Professor  Peter  M.  Galton  of 
the  University  of  Bridgewater 
determined  it  to  be  the  first  record 
in  the  world  of  a  Theropod  of  such 
magnitude  of  the  Triassic  Age. 

Other  attractions  include  the 
historical  Aldrich  Mills  and  the 
Granby  Congregational  Church  on 
the  town's  picturesque  Town 
Common.  Granby  maintains  a 
volunteer  fire  department,  and 
relies  on  privately  owned  wells  for 
its  water  supply.

Granville  is  dominated  by  gently 
sloping  and  rugged  hills  that  are  a 
part  of  the  eastern  fringe  of  the 
Hoosac  Range,  which  originates  in 
southern  Vermont.  This  mainly 
rural  community  has  only  a  small 
percentage  of  its  land  area  devel- 
oped, yet  the  relatively  level 
acreage  upon  the  hilltops  has 
attracted  a  growing  population  up 
17%  to  1,403  in  1990.  The  settle- 
ment occurred  within  the  multiple 
village  centers  of  Granville  Center, 
Granville  Village  and  West 
Granville. 

There  are  five  apple  orchards  in 
Granville  and  blueberries  are  also 
commercially  grown.  Produce  is 
marketed  in  Massachusetts,  Con- 
necticut and  New  York  state. 
Local  industry  is  lead  most  notably 
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by  the  Noble  and  Cooley  Company 
Drum  Factory,  which  once  made 
drums  for  Union  regiments  during 
the  Civil  War. 

An  attraction  for  visitors  is  the 
Granville  Country  Store,  which 
was  established  in  1851  and  has 
become  internationally  known  for 
its  own  variety  of  cheddar  cheese. 
The  store  produces  200,000  lbs.  of 
cheese  each  year  which  is  shipped 
worldwide. 

The  Granville  State  Forest  pro- 
vides recreation  for  hunters  and 
campers.  Linked  via  Route  57,  its 
main  access  to  neighboring  com- 
munities, Granville  is  bordered  on 
the  south  by  the  State  of  Connecti- 
cut.

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Hadley  is  a  growing  residential 
community  with  a  strong  agricul- 
tural base.  This  scenic  community 
is  bordered  on  the  west  by  the 
Connecticut  River  and  on  the  south 
by  the  Mt.  Holyoke  Range.  One  of 
the  oldest  settlements  in  the  Com- 
monwealth, Hadley  was  founded 
by  English  colonists  in  1659  and 
grew  into  an  active  farming  and 
trading  center  and  today  has  the 
most  acreage  of  farmland  of  any 
Pioneer  Valley  town. 

Hadley  has  two  village  centers, 
North  Hadley,  a  picturesque  New 
England  settlement,  and  Hadley 
Center,  with  notable  historic 
homes.  The  Porter  Phelps-Hun- 
tington House  Museum  built  in 
1752,  hosts  folk  music  concerts 
and  storytelling.  Hadley  became 
the  birthplace  of  broom-making  in 
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1797  and  an  important  cultivator  of 
broom  corn  thereafter.  The  Hadley 
Farm  Museum  houses  a  large 
collection  of  early  New  England 
farm  machinery  which  illustrates 
the  area's  early  way  of  life. 

The  town  center,  with  its  old 
stately  colonial  homes  clustered 
around  the  large  village  green,  is  a 
contrast  to  the  commercial  strip 
along  Route  9,  connecting  the 
college  towns  of  Northampton  and 
Amherst.  Hadley 's  population  is 
up  3%  to  4,231  in  1990.  A  70  acre 
industrial  park  is  expected  to  foster 
a  link  between  technology  and 
research  and  development  firms 
and  the  University  of  Massachu- 
setts. The  Joseph  Skinner  State 
Park,  on  the  Mt.  Holyoke  Range, 
boasts  a  spectacular  view  from  its 
930-foot  summit.  The  Summit 
House,  recently  renovated,  was 
built  originally  in  1851.

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Although  located  only  10  miles 
east  of  Springfield  and  30  miles 
northeast  of  Hartford,  this  small 
town  maintains  its  scenic,  rural 
landscape.  Consisting  of  fields, 
forests  and  hills,  it  is  not  well 
suited  for  intense  development.  It 
also  has  no  public  water  or  sewer 
system.  These  factors,  in  addition 
to  a  lack  of  direct  access  to  major 
highways,  has  limited  Hampden's 
commercial  and  industrial  develop- 
ment. The  community,  character- 
ized primarily  by  single  family 
homes,  has  a  population  of  4,709  a 
1%  decrease  since  1980.  The 
Town  offers  a  community  grocery 
mart,  convenience  stores  and  small 
commercial  operations  in  a  newly 
developed  industrial  area. 

Historically,  the  Town  was  once  a 
small  textile  manufacturing  center. 
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However,  Hampden  transitioned 
into  a  residential  community  with 
the  construction  of  summer  homes. 
A  former  cider  mill  and  stagecoach 
stop  are  reminders  of  the  Town's 
early  commercial  roots. 

Hampden  is  home  to  the  Laughing 
Brook  Education  Center  &  Wild- 
life Sanctuary,  a  Massachusetts 
Audubon  Society  managed  envi- 
ronmental education  center.  Lo- 
cated in  the  former  home  of 
Thornton  Burgess,  author  of 
children's  nature  stories,  Laughing 
Brook  has  259  acres  of  fields  and 
woodlands  with  hiking  trails. 
Native  animals  on  exhibit,  a  touch- 
and-see  trail  for  the  blind,  a  picnic 
pavilion,  an  Environmental  Center 
with  nature  exhibits,  an  environ- 
mental resource  library  and  an  art 
gallery  are  also  features  of  one  of 
Hampden's  most  valuable  re- 
sources.

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Hatfield  is  a  farming  and  residen- 
tial community  located  16  miles 
north  of  Springfield  in  the  Con- 
necticut River  Valley.  The  Con- 
necticut River  wraps  around 
Hatfield,  forming  its  southern  and 
eastern  boundaries.  Its  wide  flood 
plain  made  Hatfield  a  prime 
location  for  agriculture.  Hatfield 
encompasses  10,750  acres,  of 
which  45%  is  agricultural  land. 
Topography  ranges  from  level  land 
along  the  Connecticut  River  in  the 
east,  becoming  gradually  more 
hilly  toward  the  western  border. 
Hatfield's  population  increased  5% 
to  3,184  in  1990.  While  the 
traditional  large  tobacco  trade  has 
been  eliminated,  active  farms 
produce  crops  of  potatoes,  cucum- 
bers, corn,  squash  and 
strawberries.  There  are  also  two 
dairy  farms. 


Pioneer  Valley  Planning  Commission 
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Interstate  91,  which  runs  through 
the  center  of  Hatfield  has  also 
attracted  a  number  of  industries 
here  since  its  construction.  Some 
of  these  industries  include  the 
manufacture  of  chemicals,  wallpa- 
per, furniture,  pipe,  and  wood 
products.  Hatfield  is  made  up  of 
three  villages:  Hatfield  Center, 
North  Hatfield  and  West  Hatfield. 
Hatfield  Center  has  a  broad  tree- 
shaded  thoroughfare  lined  by 
beautiful  colonial  homes.  North 
Hatfield  is  a  small  residential  area 
surrounded  by  agricultural  land. 
West  Hatfield  contains  woods  and 
hills,  as  well  as  the  major  high- 
ways and  industries  in  town. 

The  town's  high  school,  Smith 
Academy,  was  founded  by  local 
resident  Sophia  Smith  in  the  late 
1800's,  who  was  responsible  as 
well  for  founding  Smith  College  in 
Northampton.

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Holland  developed  as  a  recre- 
ational community  along  the 
Hamilton  Reservoir  and  Holland 
Pond.  While  the  area  continues  to 
increase  in  population  in  the 
summer  months,  many  residents 
converted  summer  homes  for  year 
round  residency  during  the  1970's. 
This  trend  continues  today  with  a 
38%  increase  in  population  to 
2,185  in  1990. 

Originally  part  of  Brimfield, 
Holland  was  established  in  1783. 
The  town  was  named  after  Charles 
James  Fox,  later  known  as  British 
Lord  Holland,  a  vigorous  defender 
of  the  rights  of  the  American 
colonists.  Early  settlement  brought 
textile,  saw  and  grist  mills  on  the 
Quinnebaug  River,  and  later  a 
tannery.  Today  there  is  no  longer 
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any  manufacturing  in  Holland  and 
most  of  its  residents  commute  to 
work  in  neighboring  communities. 
An  exit  off  of  Interstate  84,  be- 
tween Hartford  and  Worcester, 
offers  easy  access  to  the  Town  for 
potential  commercial  and  residen- 
tial development. 

Bordered  on  the  south  by  the  State 
of  Connecticut,  Holland  is  settled 
in  a  valley  between  two  ranges  of 
hills  running  north  and  south. 
Tourism  and  seasonal  attractions 
are  still  a  boost  to  the  economy.  A 
landmark  in  town  is  the  privately 
owned,  two-storey  windmill,  the 
Town's  only  remote  association 
with  the  Netherlands. 

The  Holland  Activities  Committee 
sponsors  the  town's  annual  Old 
Home  Day  and  Fireworks  Festival 
held  in  July.

With  a  significant  concentration  of 
19th  and  early  20th  century  struc- 
tures along  downtown  streets, 
ringed  with  a  canal  system  whose 
water  wheels  are  still  used  to 
generate  electricity,  Holyoke  is 
never  far  from  its  foundation  as 
one  of  the  first  planned  industrial 
communities  in  the  United  States. 

Holyoke  was  known  as  The  Paper 
City  of  the  World  in  its  industrial 
heyday.  In  the  19th  century,  The 
Boston  Associates,  a  group  of 
wealthy  merchants  constructed  an 
elaborate  complex  of  mills,  worker 
housing,  dams  and  canals.  While 
many  of  the  mills  and  turn-of-the 
century  industries  are  now  gone, 
the  City  remains  an  industrial 
center  and  part  of  the  Greater 
Springfiela  urban  area. 
Holyoke  is  host  to  a  number  of 
cultural,  recreational,  and  educa- 
tional facilities  including  the  Mt. 
Tom  State  Reservation  and  Ski 
Area,  with  its  30  miles  of  downhill 
ski  trails,  a  lookout  tower  and 
wildlife  sanctuary  and  the  4,000 
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foot  alpine  slide,  water  slides  and 
wave  pool.  Holyoke' s  Ingleside 
interchange  off  Interstate  91  has 
become  a  center  of  new  commer- 
cial development  and  is  home  to 
the  region's  largest  shopping  mall. 
The  city  also  draws  visitors  to  its 
renowned  children's  museum 
located  adjacent  to  a  Heritage  State 
Park.  The  city-owned  Wistaria- 
hurst  Museum  was  the  former 
home  of  William  Skinner,  founder 
of  the  Skinner  Silk  Mills. 

Holyoke  is  the  birthplace  of  vol- 
leyball and  home  to  the  Volleyball 
Hall  of  Fame.  The  city  has  a  range 
of  housing  from  urban  apartment 
complexes  along  the  Connecticut 
River  and  Canal  System  to  single 
family  homes  in  the  upland  area. 
It  boasts  the  3rd  largest  St. 
Patrick's  Day  Parade  in  the  nation. 
Holyoke  Community  College,  a 
two-year  liberal  arts  and  career 
college  enrolls  approximately 
3,000  day  and  2,300  continuing 
education  students  per  year.

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With  the  largest  population  among 
the  southern  Massachusetts 
hilltowns,  Huntington  is  also  that 
area's  regional  center. 
Huntington's  development  is 
mainly  residential,  with  very 
limited  farming  and  industry. 
However,  the  town  hosts  the  most 
developed  commercial  center  in 
the  area,  including  several  restau- 
rants and  small  markets.  The 
Huntington  Health  Center  provides 
the  only  medical  service  in  the 
Southern  Hilltowns. 

Huntington  was  originally  incorpo- 
rated as  the  Town  of  Norwich  in 
1775  and  was  the  first  community 
in  Hampshire  County  to  have 
service  from  the  newly  constructed 
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railroad.  The  railroad  brought  a 
boom  of  manufacturing  in  sleds, 
woolens,  baskets,  paper  and  tools, 
but  Huntington  was  quickly  over- 
shadowed by  industry  growth  in 
surrounding  towns. 

Today  the  population  stands  at 
1,987,  a  10%  increase  since  1980. 
Although  there  is  no  industry  in 
Huntington,  the  Knight ville  and 
Littleville  Dams  on  the  pristine 
Westfield  River  provide  excellent 
hiking  and  cross  country  skiing 
areas.  In  addition,  there  are  public 
beaches  on  Lake  Norwich  and 
Littleville  Lake.  Huntington 
belongs  to  the  Gateway  Regional 
School  System  and  is  accessible  by 
Routes  20  and  112.

Huntington 
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Once  an  agricultural  community  with 
fertile  land  along  the  Connecticut 
River,  Longmeadow  offered  conve- 
nient access  to  Springfield  and 
Hartford  and  thus  developed  as  a 
classic  suburban  community. 
Longmeadow  is  characterized  by  its 
broad  Town  Green  bordered  by  stately 
colonial  homes  built  during  the  1 8th 
and  19th  Centuries.  A  large  percent- 
age of  residents  work  in  managerial 
and  professional  positions  which 
accounts  for  Longmeadow  having  the 
highest  median  income  in  the  region. 

Suburban  development  began  when 
the  trolley  network  from  Springfield 
reached  the  town  in  1 896. 
Longmeadow  experienced  rapid 
growth  as  Springfield's  development 
pushed  southward  through  the  Forest 
Park  area.  Almost  all  residential 
construction  has  been  of  single-family 
homes,  most  of  which  were  built  after 
World  War  II.  A  commercial  area 
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along  Bliss  Pond  features  specialty 
boutiques  and  general  merchandise 
stores.  The  Town's  population  is 
down  5%  in  1990  to  15,467. 

Longmeadow' s  rich  history  is  exem- 
plified by  the  Simon  Colton  House, 
the  Town  Hall  and  the  Storrs  House. 
Long  Meddowe  Days,  the  annual 
town  festival,  includes  a  parade,  arts 
and  crafts  exhibits,  musical  and  dance 
performances,  and  the  re-enactment  of 
a  Revolutionary  brigade  mustering  on 
the  Green. 

There  is  an  extensive  system  of  parks 
in  Longmeadow.  The  Fannie 
Stebbins  Memorial  Wildlife  Refuge 
located  along  the  Connecticut  River 
consists  of  320  acres.  The  Pioneer 
Valley  Yacht  Club  offers  sailing 
enthusiasts  nearby  recreation  on  the 
River  as  well.  Bay  Path  College,  a 
noted  women's  school  provides 
Liberal  Arts  and  professional  training 
to  approximately  550  students.  The 
highly  regarded  Willie  Ross  School 
for  the  Deaf  is  also  located  in 
Longmeadow.

Longmeadow 
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With  its  close  proximity  to  the 
cities  of  Chicopee  and  Springfield 
and  access  to  the  Massachusetts 
Turnpike  and  Interstate  291, 
Ludlow  is  one  of  the  region's 
communities  which  grew  signifi- 
cantly between  1980  and  1990, 
with  a  total  of  18,820  residents. 

Settled  in  1775,  the  town  devel- 
oped around  the  Ludlow  Manufac- 
turing Company  located  along  the 
Chicopee  River,  which  produced 
jute  for  twine  for  the  U.S.  Postal 
Service.  Waves  of  immigrants 
moved  in  from  Scotland,  Ireland, 
Poland  and  Portugal  to  work  in  the 
mills,  contributing  to  today's 
ethnic  flavor  of  the  Town. 
Ludlow's  Our  Lady  of  Fatima 
Festival  is  one  of  the  Pioneer 
Valley's  largest  ethnic  celebra- 
tions. 
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Located  among  a  series  of  small 
hills,  the  town  has  been  trans- 
formed from  a  milltown  to  a 
bedroom  suburb.  Its  established 
factory  district,  now  a  small  outlet 
center,  complements  the  industrial 
airpark  at  Westover,  which  Ludlow 
shares  with  the  City  of  Chicopee. 
Growing  residential  neighborhoods 
are  dominated  by  single  and  two- 
family  homes,  with  almost  one 
quarter  of  the  housing  units  as 
rental  properties.

Nestled  in  the  Berkshire  Hills, 
Middlefield  has  the  highest  eleva- 
tion among  the  Hampshire  County 
hilltowns  at  1 ,650  feet.  Facing 
west  towards  Pittsfield, 
Middlefield' s  plateau  provides  a 
view  of  5  states.  Though  the  Town 
only  has  a  population  of  392,  it  is  a 
friendly,  as  well  as  active  commu- 
nity. At  one  time,  residents  de- 
bated secession  from  Hampshire 
County  to  Berkshire  County,  in 
order  to  make  Pittsfield,  rather 
than  Northampton  the  county  seat. 

Established  in  1783,  the  manufac- 
ture of  woolens  and  union  broad- 
cloth prospered  here  in  the  mid- 
nineteenth  Century.  Today,  there 
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are  remains  of  19th  Century 
soapstone  quarries  as  well  as  a  few 
cottage  industries.  Commercial 
agriculture,  because  of  the  preva- 
lence of  gravel  and  wetlands, 
remains  impractical.  A  lone  dairy 
farm  and  a  llama  farm  continue 
their  operations  in  town.  Most  of 
Middlefield' s  residents  commute 
to  General  Electric  in  Pittsfield. 

The  Middlefield  Agricultural  Fair, 
which  features  horse  and  tractor 
pulls,  are  popular  attractions. 
Glendale  Falls,  located  in  the 
southeast  part  of  town  is  another 
favorite  recreation  spot.

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Monson's  rural,  mountainous 
landscape,  with  its  close  proximity 
to  Springfield,  attracts  a  growing 
population  to  this  largely  bedroom 
community,  up  6%  in  1990  to 
7,776. 

Its  distinctive  Wilbraham  Moun- 
tain Range  was  traditionally  the 
scene  of  rocky  hill  farms.  Granite 
quarries  were  the  foundation  of 
Monson's  industry,  together  with 
textile  mills  which  utilized  the 
power  of  many  streams.  There 
were  carding  mills,  cotton  and 
woolen  mills,  a  linseed  oil  factory, 
a  tannery,  as  well  as  the  making  of 
straw  hats  and  bonnets.  Today, 
employers  like  Thermotech  and  the 
Zero  Corporation  are  the  Town's 
main  employers. 

The  Town's  rich  industrial  history 
spawned  the  construction  of 
numerous  historically  significant 
buildings  and  churches,  many  of 
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which  are  listed  on  the  National 
Register  of  Historic  Places. 
Monson's  Memorial  Town  Hall  is 
a  Romanesque  Revival  structure. 
The  1830's  Greek  Revival  former 
Norcross  mansion  was  once  the 
home  of  the  founders  of  Norcross 
Greeting  Cards,  one  of  whom, 
Emily  Norcross  Dickinson,  was  the 
mother  of  poet  Emily  Dickinson. 

The  downtown  business  district 
offers  small  shops  and  merchan- 
dise stores  and  Monson's  rental 
housing  is  located  near  the  Town 
center.  Its  residential  neighbor- 
hoods are  comprised  predomi- 
nantly of  single-family  homes  and 
nearly  80%  of  the  land  remains 
woodland  or  open  space.  Monson 
continues  to  have  active  farms, 
primarily  producing  milk  and 
vegetables.  The  West  view  Farms 
Creamery  offers  farm-made  ice 
cream  and  a  panoramic  view  of  the 
Town's  rolling  hills  and  valley. 
The  town's  public  spirit  is  exem- 
plified in  its  annual,  all-volunteer 
July  4th  Summer  Fest.

Spectacular  autumn  foliage  is  a 
traditional  attraction  in  this  town  of 
mountaintops.  The  terrain  is  very 
hilly  with  elevations  to  1,400  feet. 
New  development  is  limited  by  the 
topography  and  wetlands. 

Though  the  1990  population  has 
risen  19%  to  759  in  1990,  there 
were  once  more  than  twice  as 
many  residents  as  today.  Incorpo- 
rated in  1780,  Montgomery  was 
founded  in  yeoman  agriculture  but 
developed  into  a  small,  bustling 
milltown.  There  are  remnants  of 
the  Old  Falley  Armory,  where 
rifles  were  made  during  the  Revo- 
lutionary War  at  the  foot  of  Mt. 
Tekoa.  The  population  has  fallen 
steadily  in  the  past  century,  and 
new  development  is  primarily 
single  family  homes  for  residents 
who  commute  out  of  town  for 
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professional  positions.  Montgom- 
ery offers  close  proximity  to  the 
industrial  and  commercial  areas  of 
Westfield  to  its  immediate  south 
and  Northampton  to  the  northeast. 

There  are  numerous  historical 
attractions  in  Town.  Along  with 
the  Town  House  in  the  Center, 
built  in  1849,  and  the  Community 
Church,  built  in  1848,  there  are  31 
other  historical  buildings,  bridges 
and  cemeteries  in  town.  There  is 
an  ancient  Indian  Cemetery  in 
Montgomery.  The  one-room 
library  serves  as  a  meeting  place 
and  the  Historical  Society  holds  an 
annual  Pancake  Supper  and  Sugar 
Eat. 

Today  the  town  remains  predomi- 
nantly agricultural  and  residential, 
with  nearly  half  of  its  land  unde- 
veloped. Montgomery  is  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Gateway  Regional 
Public  School  System.

This  vibrant  New  England  city, 
with  a  population  of  29,289, 
combines  a  rich,  historic  tradition 
with  a  modern,  cosmopolitan 
flavor.  Listed  in  the  National 
Register  of  Historic  Places,  the 
Downtown  offers  boutiques, 
galleries  and  restaurants  in  build- 
ings of  architectural  distinction. 

Settled  in  1654,  Northampton  was 
the  site  of  Jonathan  Edwards' 
Church,  where  18th  century  "fire 
and  brimstone"  puritanism  brought 
about  the  Great  Awakening.  The 
community  has  enjoyed  a  rich 
cultural  and  educational  history  as 
well.  The  Baroque  Academy  of 
Music,  constructed  in  1890,  was 
the  venue  for  such  great  perform- 
ers as  Pavlova,  Sarah  Bernhardt 
and  Houdini.  In  1871,  the  very 
first  women's  college  in  New 
England  was  established.  Today, 
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Smith  College  remains  the  largest 
liberal  arts  college  for  women  in 
the  country.  Calvin  Coolidge,  who 
was  to  become  President  of  the 
United  States  from  1923-1929, 
practiced  law  and  served  as  Mayor 
of  the  City  from  1910-1911. 

Northampton  maintains  an  attrac- 
tive mix  of  industry,  retail,  service, 
education  and  quality  of  life  which 
has  contributed  to  its  becoming  a 
popular  place  to  live  and  work. 
The  City's  major  employers 
include  Smith  College,  the  Cooley 
Dickinson  Hospital,  the  Veterans 
Medical  Center  and  the 
Kollmorgan  Corporation,  manufac- 
turers of  optical  instruments  and 
lenses.  The  Daily  Hampshire 
Gazette,  a  newspaper  with  a 
circulation  of  21,000  is  also  lo- 
cated in  Northampton.

Today,  Palmer  is  a  manufacturing 
and  trade  center,  with  a  growing 
residential  community.  Its  popula- 
tion continued  to  increase  in  1990 
to  12,054,  a  6%  gain.  Palmer  was 
traditionally  a  confederacy  of  four 
villages.  Each  village,  Thorndike, 
Bonds ville,  Three  Rivers,  and 
Palmer  Center,  has  its  own  Main 
Street,  school,  park,  commercial- 
industrial  base,  neighborhood 
atmosphere  and  ethnic  mix.  Four 
rivers  flow  through  the  town  of 
Palmer,  and  it  was  here  that  the 
colonial  "Elbows  Plantation,"  was 
settled,  so  named  because  the 
rivers  shaped  the  town  in  the  form 
of  an  elbow. 

During  the  1700's  the  town  was 
known  as  Kingston  or  Kingsfield 
after  its  first  settler,  John  King. 
Palmer  was  formally  established  in 
1775.  Industries  or  the  early 
1 800's  began  to  utilize  the 
Quaboag  and  Swift  Rivers,  where 
the  manufacture  of  soap,  hats, 
cotton,  woolen  and  iron  goods  took 
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place.  A  stately  railroad  station 
designed  by  the  nationally  known 
architect  H.H.  Richardson  is  found 
in  the  central  business  district. 

The  Palmer  Industrial  Park  contin- 
ues the  town's  industrial  heritage 
and  a  new  intermodal  freight 
facility  offering  full  customs 
clearance  has  helped  to  establish 
Palmer  as  a  key  cargo  distribution 
center.  Palmer  also  has  a  Massa- 
chusetts Turnpike  Interchange, 
making  the  town  attractive  to 
residential  as  well  as  commercial 
development.  Major  employers  in 
Palmer  include  Tambrands,  Inc., 
Diamond  Fiber  Products,  makers 
of  fiberboard  egg  cartons,  and  the 
Monson  Development  Center.  In 
1980,  nearly  half  of  the  Town's 
residents  worked  in  Palmer.  Wing 
Memorial  Hospital  is  located  in 
town  as  well.  Residential  housing 
consists  mainly  of  single  family 
homes  with  small  apartment 
buildings  and  two-family  homes 
located  near  the  centers  of  each  of 
the  villages.  Well  over  half  the 
land  area  in  Palmer  is 
undeveloped.

Palmer 
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Characterized  by  rural  landscapes 
and  a  strong  sense  of  community, 
Pelham  has  become  an  increas- 
ingly popular  place  to  live.  With  a 
23%  increase  in  population  to 
1,373  in  1990,  100  new  homes 
were  built  in  the  last  10  years 
alone,  a  significant  number  for 
such  a  small  town. 

Settled  in  1739  by  Scottish  Immi- 
grants, Pelham  was  incorporated  as 
a  town  in  1743.  Its  most  famous 
citizen  was  Daniel  Shays,  who  led 
a  year-long  rebellion  against  high 
taxes  imposed  by  the  government. 
Planned  in  the  local  meeting  place, 
Conkey's  Tavern,  this  rebellion  of 
1786  is  credited  with  bringing 
about  the  Constitutional  Conven- 
tion held  in  Philadelphia  in  1787. 
Pelham' s  Old  Meeting  House,  built 
in  1743,  is  the  oldest  town  hall  in 
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the  nation  and  is  still  the  site  of  the 
annual  Town  Meeting,  often 
referred  to  as  the  purest  form  of 
democracy  practiced  widely  in 
New  England  communities. 

Almost  one-third  of  Pelham' s 
original  land  area  is  now  part  of 
the  Quabbin  Reservoir,  which  was 
constructed  in  the  1930' s.  Daniel 
Shays  Highway,  now  part  of  Route 
202,  was  built  as  part  of  the  reser- 
voir project.  Industry  is  comprised 
of  a  small  manufacturing  facility 
and  several  poultry  farms.  The 
Pelham  School  System  is  the 
Town's  largest  employer. 

A  tradition  of  pride  and  indepen- 
dence are  exemplified  even  today. 
The  Town  Library  currently 
houses  9,000  volumes  and  features 
a  display  on  historic  Pelham.  The 
community  has  a  volunteer  fire 
department  and  part-time  police 
force.

Very  rugged  terrain  with  steep 
inclines  distinguishes  Russell, 
where  its  rural  landscape  amid 
mountain  ranges  creates  a  pleasant 
balance  for  its  population,  up  2% 
to  1,594  in  1990.  Russell  is  lo- 
cated between  the  City  of 
Westfield  and  the  rural  hilltowns  at 
the  foot  of  the  Berkshire  Moun- 
tains. 

The  town  of  Russell  was  incorpo- 
rated in  1792  in  response  to  a 
petition  of  residents  of  "New 
Addition",  a  piece  of  land  belong- 
ing to  Westfield  and  valued  be- 
cause of  its  marble  quarry  and 
excellent  building  stone.  The 
earliest  settlers  were  located  on 
Glasgow  mountain,  now  known  as 
Russell  Mountain.  The  area 
around  Russell  Pond  was  devel- 
oped using  the  ample  water  supply 
to  power  trie  mills.  In  1838,  the 
railroad  began  running  through 
Russell  and  the  town  continued  to 
grow  with  saw  mills,  brick  and  tile 
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works,  a  tannery,  charcoal  burning, 
and  stores  and  taverns.  The  three 
distinct  villages  within  Russell 
developed  around  the  three  paper 
mills  built  on  the  Westfield  River. 

Today,  manufacturing  remains  the 
principal  industry  in  town  and  still 
includes  three  paper  mills:  the 
Strathmore  Paper  Company, 
Westfield  River  Paper  Company, 
Inc.  and  Texon,  Inc. 

Less  then  one  quarter  of  the  town 
is  urbanized,  with  the  remainder 
farm,  forest,  recreation  land,  or 
watershed.  The  town  has  munici- 
pally-operated electric,  water  and 
sewer  services.  It  is  also  one  of  the 
two  communities  in  Massachusetts 
with  a  municipally-owned  and 
operated  cable  television  service. 
Tnere  are  three  recreational  fields 
for  children  in  Russell,  a  town 

§ool,  a  lake,  a  public  golf  course, 
trathmore  Park  and  the  Moses 
Scout  Reservation.  The  Massachu- 
setts State  Police  Barracks  is  also 
located  in  Russell.

South  Hadley  is  a  richly  diverse 
community  which  includes  farms, 
residences,  light  industrial  activity 
and  a  renowned  college.  Over 
one-third  of  South  Hadley' s  resi- 
dents are  employed  within  Town, 
demonstrating  its  commercial  and 
industrial  strength.

Southampton  has  become  an 
attractive  community  for  residen- 
tial development,  not  only  because 
of  its  rural  character,  but  also 
because  of  its  central  location  to 
the  cities  of  Northampton, 
Westfield,  Holyoke  and  Spring- 
field. Most  of  its  4,478  residents, 
an  8%  increase  in  population  since 
1980,  commute  to  nearby  cities 
and  towns  for  work. 

Established  in  1775  as  a  farming 
community,  some  farms,  predomi- 
nantly dairy,  still  exist  today.  The 
economic  base  is  comprised  of 
home-based  cottage  industries  as 
well  as  some  small  business 
development,  antique  shops  and 
restaurants.  Housing  choices  range 
from  single-family  homes  on  large 
lots,  to  apartment  complexes  and 
summer  cottages,  which  have  been 
converted  to  year-round  use  on 
Pequot  Pond.  The  Town's  moder- 
ately sloping  hills,  soil  conditions 
and  reliance  on  private  septic 
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systems  and  wells  have  limited 
development  potential. 
Southampton  is  currently  undertak- 
ing a  project  with  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture  Forest 
Service.  The  Rural  Land  Manage- 
ment Program  is  designed  to  meet 
development  pressures  while 
preserving  Southampton's  valuable 
natural  resources. 

Southampton's  Clark-Chapin 
House  proudly  displays 
Southampton  s  rich  history.  Old 
Home  Days,  which  began  in  1897, 
are  a  yearly  gathering  of  the  Sons 
and  Daughters  of  Southampton. 
This  annual  event  features  a 
parade,  a  Homecoming  Dinner, 
concerts  and  exhibits  at  Conant 
Park.  Roses  are  presented  to  the 
oldest  man  and  woman  present  and 
to  the  person  returning  to 
Southampton  from  the  farthest 
distance.

Southwick  is  a  rapidly  growing 
residential  and  agricultural  com- 
munity which  is  bordered  to  the 
south  by  the  Connecticut  Towns  of 
Granby  and  Suffield.  Southwick 
has  a  total  population  of  7,667 
according  to  the  U.S.  1990  Census 
data.  This  constitutes  a  3.9% 
increase  over  the  Town's  1980 
population  and  a  21.1%  increase 
over  its  1970  population. 

The  most  outstanding  physical 
feature  of  Southwick  is  its 
Congamond  Lakes,  which  is  made 
up  of  three  bodies  of  water  linked 
by  streams  that  together  encom- 
pass 436  acres  of  surface  water. 
Congamond  Lakes  offer  year- 
round  recreational  attractions 
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including  swimming,  fishing, 
boating  and  ice  skating. 

Southwick  was  traditionally  a 
potato  and  tobacco  farming  com- 
munity and  active  farms  can  still 
be  found  in  town  today.  While  the 
large  majority  of  residents  com- 
mute out  of  town  for  work,  retail, 
small  manufacturers  and  an  in- 
creasing number  of  service  jobs 
form  the  majority  of  the  employ- 
ment base  in  Town.  More  than 
three-fourths  of  the  homes  are 
occupied  by  homeowners.  Many 
young  families  live  in  Southwick. 
The  Town  has  the  lowest  median 
age  (27.9)  years  among  Hampden 
County  communities  and  43%  of 
its  population  is  under  16  years  of 
age.

The  City  of  Springfield  is  the  cultural  and 
commercial  center  of  the  Pioneer  Valley 
Region.  It  is  the  third  largest  community 
in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 
Together  with  the  City  of  Holyoke, 
Chicopee  and  their  surrounding  communi- 
ties, they  comprise  the  fourth  largest 
metropolitan  area  in  New  England. 
Springfield's  population  increased  3%  in 
1990  to  156,983,  reversing  a  30  year  trend 
of  losing  residents.  Springfield  is  home  to 
half  of  the  region's  twenty  largest 
employers,  including  Massachusetts 
Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company, 
Monsanto  Chemical  Company  and  Smith 
&  Wesson  Company.  Springfield's 
exemplary  partnerships  with  the  business 
community  is  demonstrated  by  its 
revitalized  Central  Business  District. 

Settled  in  1636,  Springfield  has  several 
historic  and  distinct  neighborhoods,  which 
earned  it  the  nickname  of  the  "City  of 
Homes".  Springfield  is  also  known  as  the 
"City  of  Firsts".  The  first  gasoline 
powered  automobile  was  built  in  Spring- 
field by  J.  Frank  and  Charles  E.  Duryea  in 
1891.  The  Indian  Motorcycle,  the  first 
gas-powered  cycle,  was  built  in  Spring- 
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field  in  1901  by  George  Hendee  and  is  the 
home  of  the  Indian  Motocycle  Museum. 
The  city  is  also  the  place  where  basketball 
was  invented  by  James  Naismith  and 
hosts  the  Basketball  Hall  of  Fame. 

Major  cultural  institutions  include  the 
Springfield  Symphony,  Stage  West, 
Springfield  Civic  Center,  and  the  Spring- 
field Library  and  Museums  Association. 
The  region's  interstate  bus  and  Amtrak 
train  stations  are  located  in  Springfield. 
The  City  is  the  hub  of  intercity  bus 
service  provided  by  the  Pioneer  Valley 
Transit  Authority.  Springfield  is  home  to 
four  colleges.  They  are:  Springfield 
Technical  Community  College,  American 
International  College,  Springfield 
College,  and  Western  New  England 
College,  including  the  School  of  Law. 

Springfield  hosts  Mercy  Hospital, 
Springfield  Municipal  Hospital,  Shriners 
Hospital  for  Crippled  Children,  and 
Baystate  Medical  Center,  a  Tufts  Medical 
School  teaching  hospital.

Springfield 
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Tolland  is  the  least-populated  town 
in  Hampden  County,  and  has 
known  a  history  of  "boom  and 
bust".  At  the  turn  of  the  century, 
over-development  of  land  left  it 
completely  deforested    A  bustling 
dairy-farming  community  of  800 
in  the  early  1800s,  Tolland's  other 
chief  industry  was  lumbering. 
Today  there  is  limited  farming  in 
this  small,  residential  community, 
with  a  growing  recreation  and 
resort  development.  In  the  late 
1800's,  a  group  of  land  speculators 
purchased  large  tracts  of  land  on 
the  rumor  that  the  Boston  and 
Albany  Railroad  would  be  built 
through  the  center  of  town.  When 
the  railroad  was  built  thirty  miles 
to  the  north,  the  investors  turned 
the  land  into  a  private  hunting  and 
fishing  club,  called  the  Tunxis 
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Club.  The  club  still  owns  and 
rents  6,000  acres  in  town. 

Today  many  of  the  dairy  farms  are 
gone  and  the  barren  fields  have 
returned  to  forest.  The  landscape 
is  mountainous  with  some  fertile 
valleys.  Nearly  2/3  of  Tolland's 
acreage  is  under  controlled  forest 
development.  Its  population  is  up 
23%  to  289  in  1990,  after  a  century 
of  declinewhen  it' s  population  was 
just  over  100  people  in  the  1960s. 
Route  57  constitutes  Tolland's 
only  main  road.  Tolland  is  served 
by  the  Post  Office  in  nearby 
Granville  and  children  attend 
school  in  nearby  Southwick. 

Camping  areas  include  the  Tolland 
and  Granville  State  Forests  and 
one  of  the  largest  Girl  Scout  camps 
in  the  nation.

Open  space,  a  slow-paced  way  of 
life  and  a  virtual  lack  of  crime 
makes  Wales  an  attractive  spot  for 
its  population,  which  has  increased 
33%  to  1,566  in  1990.  Primarily 
residential  with  some  farming,  the 
town  has  evolved  into  a  summer 
recreation  center;  construction  of 
summer  cottages  on  Lake  George 
has  been  occurring  since  the 
1950's.  It's  southern  boundary  is 
bordered  by  the  State  of  Connecti- 
cut. 

From  its  establishment  in  1775,  the 
Town  was  primarily  agricultural. 
By  the  19th  Century,  small  indus- 
tries prospered  and  new  residents 
were  attracted  to  Wales.  However, 
by  1900  all  seven  of  its  woolen 
mills  had  closed.

most  famous  residents  was  Jackson 
Reed,  flag  bearer  for  the  54th 
Massachusetts  Colored  Regiment, 
whose  Civil  War  heroism  was 
depicted  in  the  1989  film  "Glory".

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Ware's  name  is  derived  from  the 
Indian  word  "Nenameseck,"  the 
original  name  of  the  Ware  River, 
which  means  fishing  weir  (basket). 
In  1742,  the  Ware  River  Precinct 
was  established,  which  formed  the 
basis  for  the  establishment  of  the 
Town  of  Ware.  Saw  and  grist 
mills  were  established  at  the  falls 
on  the  Ware  River  in  the  early 
1700's  and  grew  slowly  in  number 
and  variety.  The  mills  steadily 
drew  people  from  surrounding 
towns  and  Ware  soon  became  one 
of  the  first  "mill"  towns,  which  had 
the  majority  of  its  economic  base 
in  manufacturing  rather  than 
agriculture. 

Today  Ware's  population  contin- 
ues to  grow,  up  10%  in  1990  to 
9,808.

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With  both  suburban  and  rural 
qualities,  West  Springfield  is 
Western  Massachusetts'  second 
most  populous  town,  its  population 
up  2%  to  27,537  in  1990. 

While  its  early  settlement  dates 
back  to  1665,  the  town  was  for- 
mally established  in  1774.  West 
Springfield  borders  the  Connecti- 
cut River  on  its  eastern  boundary. 
The  area  was  once  rich  farmland 
replenished  by  the  annual  flooding 
or  the  river.    Elements  of  the 
town's  continuing  old  New  En- 
gland flavor  include  the  Town 
Common,  towering  shade  trees  and 
its  historic  structures  like  the 
Josiah  Day  House,  circa  1754, 
which  is  believed  to  be  the  oldest 
structure  of  its  kind  in  Massachu- 
setts. 

The  town's  biggest  tourist  attrac- 
tion is  the  Eastern  States  Exposi- 
tion, which  hosts  the  state  fair  for 
the  entire  New  England  region  in 
September.  It  is  one  of  the 
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nation's  largest  agricultural  fairs. 
Storrowton  Village,  a  recreated 
village  of  colonial  America,  is  a 
permanent  attraction  on  the  "Big 
E"  fairgrounds.  The  first  Morgan 
Horse  was  bred  in  West  Spring- 
field and  the  Eastern  States  Horse 
Show  is  among  the  oldest  in  the 
country. 

West  Springfield  is  also  an  emerg- 
ing commercial  center  for  the 
region.  Riverdale  Street  (Route  5) 
best  exemplifies  the  Town's 
success  in  supporting  commercial 
development.  Major  retailers  and 
warehouse  outlets  have  located 
there  along  with  the  region's 
largest  complex  of  movie  theatres. 
In  West  Springfield's  industrial 
areas,  small  and  medium-sized 
manufacturers  dominate.  K  &  M 
Electronics  is  one  of  the  region's 
largest  electronic  component 
manufacturers. 

The  Town  offers  diversity  in 
housing  choices.  Approximately 
55%  of  the  residents  own  their 
home  with  52%  as  single  family 
residences.

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Westfield  combines  suburban  and 
rural  living  with  the  services  and 
amenities  of  a  city.  A  mixture  of 
residential  neighborhoods,  indus- 
trial development  and  a  commercial 
downtown,  the  City's  population  is 
up  5%  to  38,372  in  1990.  The  past 
decade  has  seen  a  rapid  growth  in 
housing  development  where  58%  of 
the  residences  are  single  family 
homes  and  nearly  2/3  of  all  housing 
units  are  occupied  by  homeowners. 

Westfield  was  founded  in  1669  as  an 
agricultural  community.  It's  Dewey 
House,  circa  1735,  the  headquarters 
of  the  Western  Hampden  Historical 
Society,  is  a  small  museum  of  early 
American  furnishings  which  illus- 
trates everyday  life  in  early 
Westfield.  Whip-making  dominated 
the  city's  industry  throughout  the 
1800s,  giving  the  community  its 
nickname,  "Whip  City".  In  the  20th 
Century,  Westfield  experienced 
successful  industrial  growth.  Corpo- 
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rations  which  have  major  plants  or 
headquarters  in  Westfield  include 
Stanhome,  Inc.,  listed  among  the 
Fortune  500,  Digital  Equipment 
Corporation,  Old  Colony  Envelope 
and  the  Strathmore  Paper  Company. 
The  city  and  a  private  development 
corporation  have  recently  secured 
financing  to  develop  a  new  Summit 
Lock  Industrial  Park. 

Westfield  State  College  is  located 
here,  in  addition  to  its  satellite 
teaching  school,  the  Juniper  Park 
Elementary  School.  Stanley  Park, 
with  1 80  acres,  an  arboretum,  floral 
gardens  and  live  outdoor  concerts,  is 
one  of  the  region's  outstanding 
parks.  The  Berkshires  are  located 
nearby  with  its  array  of  natural 
resources,  picturesque  hills,  abun- 
dant rivers  and  streams.  Westfield 
hosts  two  health  care  facilities, 
Noble  Hospital  and  the  state-owned 
Western  Massachusetts  Hospital. 
Also  located  in  Westfield  is  the 
municipally-owned  Barnes  Airport, 
which  provides  passenger  and  cargo 
service,  as  well  as  being  home  to  the 
104th  Tactical  Fighter  Group  of  the 
Air  National  Guard.

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Westhampton  is  characterized  by 
rolling  hills  and  a  country  atmo- 
sphere, yet  this  small,  rural  town  is 
quickly  becoming  an  attractive 
residential  community.  Over  the 
last  30  years,  the  Town  has  more 
than  doubled  in  population  and  a 
17%  growth  in  new  residents  since 
1980  has  brought  Westhampton  to 
1,327  people. 

Established  in  1778  as  a  farming 
community,  one  of  its  most  famous 
citizens  was  Revolutionary  War 
patriot  Ethan  Allen,  who  once 
owned  a  mine  in  town.  In  addi- 
tion, Reverend  Enoch  Hale, 
brother  of  Nathan  Hale,  was  the 
first  minister  of  Westhampton. 
Since  the  Prohibition  era, 
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Westhampton  has  been  a  "dry" 
town,  the  only  such  town  in  Hamp- 
shire County. 

Only  a  small  percentage  of  the 
land  area  has  been  developed  for 
commercial  use.  There  are  three 
stores  within  the  town,  and  wood 
products,  lumber  and  farming  are 
still  important  industries  to  the 
economic  base.  The  Town  relies 
on  volunteers  for  town  administra- 
tive boards  and  committees,  as 
well  as  a  volunteer  fire  department. 

The  Hampshire  Regional  Junior- 
Senior  High  School  is  located  in 
Westhampton  and  serves  the 
communities  of  Chesterfield, 
Goshen,  Southampton  and 
Williamsburg.  A  new  elementary 
school  is  near  completion.

Westhampton 
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Wilbraham,  incorporated  in  1763 
as  an  agricultural  center,  is  today 
primarily  a  residential  community 
with  some  industry  located  in  the 
northern  section  of  town.  Over 
80%  of  the  residents  commute  out 
of  town  for  professional  employ- 
ment. The  Town  offers  both 
historic  and  new  home  develop- 
ment and  in  1990  saw  its  popula- 
tion continue  to  grow  at  5%  to 
12,635. 

The  1990  median  price  of  a  single 
family  home  is  among  the  highest 
in  the  region,  with  classic  homes 
set  among  large  lots.  Over  88%  of 
housing  units  are  occupied  by 
homeowners.  While  Wilbraham 
has  experienced  substantial  resi- 
dential growth,  its  rural  character 
is  still  present  and  exemplified  by 
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the  thriving  Rice's  Fruit  Farm, 
Green  Acres  Fruit  Farm  and  the 
Bennett  Turkey  Farm,  among 
others.  Peaches  are  a  prime  prod- 
uct, highlighted  each  year  by 
Wilbraham' s  annual  Peach  Basket 
Festival. 

The  Town's  industrial  area  is 
located  at  the  edge  of  town  along 
Route  20,  which  connects 
Wilbraham  to  Springfield.  The 
headquarters  and  a  major  produc- 
tion facility  for  the  Friendly  Ice 
Cream  Corporation  together  with 
the  State  Line  Potato  Chip  Com- 
pany are  located  there.  Commer- 
cial activity  in  the  center  of  town 
includes  a  country  store,  pharmacy 
and  gas  station.  The  Wilbraham- 
Monson  Academy,  a  private  co- 
educational secondary  school  was 
founded  in  1825.  Its  campus 
graces  the  Town  Center.

Located  on  the  fringe  of  the  Five 
College  area,  Williamsburg  is 
comprised  of  the  two  villages  of 
Williamsburg  and  Haydenville. 
With  a  population  of  2,515,  it  is  a 
community  rich  in  New  England 
tradition. 

Established  in  1775,  the  local 
economy  was  dominated  by  the 
success  of  the  Hayden  and  Gere 
Brass  Works,  the  nation's  leading 
producers  of  plumbing  fixtures. 
Flour,  saw  and  silk  mills  also 
flourished,  in  addition  to  Mrs. 
Elnathan  Graves'  famous  cloth 
covered  button  factory.  However, 
in  1874  the  most  disastrous  flood 
in  New  England  occured  along  the 
Mill  River,  destroying  the  Town's 
industrial  section  and  killing  145 
people. 

Today,  colonial  homes  still  grace 
this  community  and  two  1930's 
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mansions,  built  by  the  Hayden 
family  are  considered  among  the 
finest  examples  of  Greek  Revival 
architecture  in  the  United  States. 
Most  residential  development 
consists  of  single-family  homes, 
although  some  rental  housing  is 
available.  Commercial  activity 
includes  manufacturing,  a  lumber 
mill  and  a  mini-shopping  mall 
located  on  Route  9.  In  addition, 
each  village  maintains  its  own  Post 
Office,  fire  department  and  library. 

One  of  the  most  popular  attractions 
for  visitors  to  Williamsburg  is  the 
General  Store  featuring  home- 
made ice-cream,  baked  goods  and 
crafts.  The  Haydenville  Mills,  the 
manufacturing  site  of  the  first 
machine-made  cloth  covered 
buttons  has  been  renovated  into  the 
Brassworks,  a  multi-use  complex 
of  retail,  office  and  eating  estab- 
lishments. The  Grange  Hall 
features  town  fairs,  while  "Devil's 
Den"  is  the  location  of  the  commu- 
nity Boy  Scout  Camp.

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The  most  populous  of  the  four 
western  counties  of  Massachusetts, 
Hampden  County  borders  the  State 
of  Connecticut  on  the  south  and  is 
bisected  by  the  Connecticut  River. 

With  a  population  increase  of  3%  to 
456,310  in  1990,  the  county  enjoys  a 
strong  industrial  and  commercial 
employment  base.
